Vehicles Will Be Capable of Running 
Either on Street Railway Tracks or 
on the Roadway and the Siemens~-

A system of storage battery vehicles, 
which will be at the same time omnibus and 
street car, is to be put in operation in Chi- 
cago.

| Start of the Fire. 

The fire started In the dome of the pavilion, 
either from crossed wires or from a flame in 
the harness and repair shop located there. 
Tune shifting wind carried the flaming embers 

to the roof of the Transit House, and that 
was soon in fames. To the west was the 
row of two-story brick stables occupied by 
the commission merchants dealing in 
horses. What are known as sections 7, 8, and 
9 were burned out, although the walls were 
left intact. The hay in the mows was 4 
constant seat for small fires, and the depart- 
ment had great difficulty In saving the rest 
of the row. 

To the south of the pavilion was a cluster 
of barns. These went almost as soon as .- 
the larger structure, and, jumping across 
Forty-third street, the fire caught the 
stables, sections 27.

The middle 
section collapsed, and the others were badly 
scorched. 
Other Buildings Suffer. 

Across on the east side of Halsted street 
the buildings were badly scorched and the 
plateglass windows burst with the heat. 
Two residences, occupied by Dr. F. K. Chap- 
pele and W. E. Purcell, barn boss of Nelson 
Morris & Co. on the west side, and the 
Emergency Hospital of the Stock- Yards 
company weré burned. 

The Halsted street cars were blocked for 
more than two hours. A throng of 10,000 
people gathered about the fire. Those on the 
sheltered corners were forced back by the 
200 policemen on duty, startled by dashing 
fire apparatus, and trodden on by men ar- 
rying their belongings from the Transit 
House. 

The Fire department soongaw that it was 
powerless to extinguish the flames and the 
Marshals atranged their apparatus about 
the dividing streets and fought to keep the 
fire within the burning section. 

The Stock-Yards officials say there will be 
no interruption of horse trading, as the 
auction ring is still standing. The Halsted 
street business-houses are not too badly 
damaged to continue business, and the 
Drovers’ National Bank also will continue. 


Stampede of the Horses. 

Rows of horses, groomed, blanketed, and 
tethered, in double lines, on each side of the 
horse pavilion’s driveway, centered the 
attention of the employés who marked the 
first burst of fame from the great building.

Punished Enough. 

As the result of the judgment of 1894 Cap- 
tain Dreyfus has already undergone five 
years’ transportation. This judgment was 
annulled on June 3, 1899. The smaller pen- 
alty was applied at Rennes. 28 

If we deduct from the ten years’ deten- 
tion the five years already served on the 
Isle du Diable five years are left. 

It has been suggested that it is possible 
to assimilate the sentence of transportation 
to that of solitary confinement in a cellular 
prison, which, under French law, counts

Further, it is known that the health of 
the condemned man has been seriously com- 
promised and that he not bear prolonged 
detention. 

Apart trom these bert others 
of a more general nature tend to the same 
conclusion of higher political interest.

Closes the Dreyfus Affair.

We 
incline in the same way before the act of 
clemency, which sentiments ‘of profound 
pity. to the ot the re- 
public.

I ask you and if ic’ were 
necessary I would command you to forget 
the past and think only of the future.

Dreyfus and Wife at Vaucluse. 

“Dreyfus has commenced his vacation at 
Vaucluse, and Mme. Dréyfus left Rennes 
this morning at 11 o'clock, going straight 
to join her husband. 

Dreyfus’ last journey was interesting. He 
arrived at Nantes in the morning, accom- 
panied by his brother and M. Vigule, director 
of thg Surety General, and one agent. All 
traveled as ordinary tourists. On their ar- 
rival Dreyfus and his companiéns went to 
a buffet for refreshments, At two minutes of 
9 the four travelers took the express for 
Bordeaux. They passed Rochelle at noon. 
M. Viguie went as far as Vertu, from where 
he returned to Nantes, and left at once for 
Paris, leaving the brothers to continue their 
Journey. alone. Dreyfus arrived at Bordeaux 
at half-past 4 o’clock in the afternoon. Curi- 
ously enough he traveled under the name 
of Muller, the name of one of the Quesnay 
Beaurepatre witnesses at his trial. 


Crowds Gather to Stare. 

‘The news of Dreyfus’ arrival at Bor- 
deaux spread and a crowd of 300 persons 
quickly assembled to stare. Commissioner 
of Police Ortille hastily got Dreyfus out of 
the hotel by the back way into the railroad 
station. The surety agents accompanied 
him to his compartments in the sleeping 
car attached to the Marseilles express. He 
took his place and immediately pulled down 
the blinds. The agents of the Surety de- 
partment took seats in the next compart- 
ment. Dreyfus wore a suit of cheviot, gray 
and black, an overcoat of the same cloth, and 
a soft black hat. He dined with a good ap- 
petite at Bordeaux and did not appear to 
be fatigued. At Lyons the Dreyfus 
car was detached and taken to Vau- 
cluse by another line. Dreyfus will 
remain some time at Vaucluse with his 
brother-in-law, M. Valabregue, who has 
been a merchant of the city for twenty years.

A wounded soldier, no matter 
how slightly hurt, is of no use to his com- 
mand, and if he be badly injured, as often 
happens in a fight where the Krag-Jorgensen 
is used, he is necessarily much more of an 
impediment to his comrades than a dead man 
would be, for wounded men need care, while 
the dead may safely be left to themselves.

Mr. Baldwin is correct 
in * statement that no trust would 
find it difficult to comply with these condi- 


tions. 
The inflated industrial combines do not 
plead guilty to overcapitalization. They 
contend that they have a right to capitalize 
“good will” and that their securities rep- 
resent in great part that intangible, vola- 
tile, but valuable factor in money making. 
Mr. Bryan never has said that the capi- 
talization of good will” ought to be made 


unlawful. No corporation will admit that 


it is attempting to monopolize the branch 
of industry it carries on.

learn nothing from the cursory inspection 
of them they are allowed to make—an 
inspection which must not interfere with 
the carrying-on of business. That pro- 
vision means something in the case of a 
small concern, nothing in the case of a 
great corporation. | 
The laws which govern corporations do 
no count for so much as the men who 
manage corporations, With corporations, 
as with warships, all depends on the 
men behind the guns.”

TOMLINS FOR THE scCHOOLs. 

Since musical expression is the highest 
as it is the most subtle and universal lan- 
guage, it should be well taught in the public 
schools. | | 

The musical stage has never been sub- 
sidized in this country, as it has been in 
continental Europe. The public provision 
of musical privileges has been limited to 
the ministrations of brass bands in the 
parks and to vocal instruction in the com- 
mon schools. Last winter, through the 
efforts of Mayor Quincy, a series of low- 
priced orchestra] concerts was successfully 
given in Boston by a municipal commission, 
and the experiment is expected to be re- 
peated this fall, If we mistake not, how- 
ever, this departure stands alone of its kind 
in our municipal history. 

Moreover, the grade of musical instruc- 
tion in our public schools has generally been 
low, with the result that children grow up 
practically undeveloped in their capacity 
for musical appreciation and expression. 
The character of this instruction needs to 
be enhanced generally. What we withhold 


by way of subsidies to the opera and the 


orchestra may well be applied to musical 
education through the school. Under the 
reform administration in New York City 
Frank Damrosch was placed at the head 
of the musical department of the city 
schools, and with his administrative ability 
and the charm of his enthusiastic person- 
ality he put a new value and momentum 
into the musical training of the children. 

Our own School board is now considering 
the advisability of ring a course of 
twenty-four lectures to the teachers by W. 
L. Tomlins on the public school music. The 
merit of this suggestion is in its purpose to 
bring inte contact with the public school 
system a man of unusual musical personali- 
ty, whose dominant sympathies are en- 
listed in the idea of popularizing musical 
education. It was understood when Mr. 
Tomlins resigned the leadership of the 
Apollo club, which he had made such a 
credit and pleasure to Chicago, that he did 
so in order to devote himself to popular 
musical culture, especially among children. 
He has for years, with the aid of assistants, 
carried on voluntary classes for children, 
and his success as well as his profound in- 
terest in the subject are understood.

The civilization of 
Canada is by no means up to the standard of 
American ideas, and the United States would 
have little difficulty in subjugating that coun- 
try were it so inclined, but such a thing has 
never been dreamed „This country’s only 
solicitude is that Canada shall be induced to act 
in a neighborly manner. This talk of a differ- 
ence of civilization is utterly insincere. The 
civilization of the Transvaal is infinitely su- 
pertor to the civilization of the thousands of 
adventurers who have gone there in search of 
wealth, and which finds its baldest expression 
in. Johannesburg.—Baltimore American.

0.82 gallons in Spain. Bavaria leads all beer- 
brewing countries of the world; there is no other 
country whose beer production and consumption 
can in any way compare with Bavaria.

to 73%c. At the advance the market was 
met by selling from two different directions, 
having a relation to the failure and which 
caused a prompt reaction. eo? 
Advance Checked by Free Sales. 

In the first place, the line of customers and 
hedgers who had wheat sold through Bar- 
rett, Farnum & Co. realized that the failure 
left them long to the extent of their sales, 
and this wheat was naturally put. on the 
market at once. The people supposed to 
have advanced information and who had 
bought wheat on the curb and at the open- 
ing were able to realize a profit and took 
advantage of the opportunity. There was 
considerable wheat for sale for December 
after the price left 724%4c. The Weare Com- 
mission company took advantage of the 
September bulge to sell an extensive line 
advantageously, and the September price 
reacted from 73½ to 70%c. On further cov- 
ering by shorts the market recovered, and 
the last prices of the day were almost iden- 
tical with the opening figures. The nar- 
rowness of the range is one of the remark- 
able features in connection with the failure. 
There was no demonstration in the Septem- 
ber, but during most of the day it was kept 
at a premium. It was figured that the line 
of wheat which Barrett-Farnum were short 
yesterday morning amounted to 9,000,000 
bu, and the losses will be confined to the 
local trade and are quite generally distrib- 
uted. The market has the help of higher 
cables. Liverpool closed %d higher on 
futures, Paris was up 10 centimes, and Ber- 
lin and Buda-Pesth were up the equivalent 
of \%c and e respectively. Primary re- 
ceipts were less than a year ago at 1,248,000 
bu, and clearances represented about half 
this quantity at 604,000 bu.

once, to speak moderately, far less obvious 
than they are now. 
“The author of the Book of Jonah says 
that the Lord spake unto the’ whale. He 
can scarcely have meant that the whale was 
audibly addressed, and in the Hebrew 
language, but only that it was prompted 
to part company with the prophet. 
In the room ot the old fashion of in-
